After he had finished h 
was answered by Grant Williami 
(col) of this place, who «aid that 
the leading Republicans had used 
the colored people as their politi 
W tools long enough and that the ti 
had now come for them to shake off 
the yoke of the bosses, and that 
they were going to do it, and that 
the white Republicans had been 
getting the boodle and putting it 
down in their pockets, knowing the 
negro would go to the polls and 
vote all right anyhow, and if they 
were given anything it was a little 
mean whisky, and that they were 
t^-ed of that kind of business, and 
if there was any pie to be given 
that the white Republicans got it 
all, and that the poor negro did not 
J| even get a crumb. He was followed 
by Morgan Christian, another col 
• ored man, who spoke along th 
same line. Gill all the time pro 
testing and telling them that the; 
were acting very foolish. 

The colored people then pro 
ceeded to organix-e a free silver 
club of 17 members, electing Rep 
Jones, col., president. 
• Gill took all of their names and 
left very much crest fallen. There 
is also a negro free silver club here 
which has 22 members. G. G. VVil 
liams, col., is president. 

The Republican leaders in this 
section are very much exercised 
over the turn things have taken 
among the negroes and are busy 
devising means to get them back in 
line. This defection among the 
negroes seeuis from all we can learn 
to be general."

A REMARKABLE VILLAGE. 

Inhabitants of Ban-K.no le, China, Art 
All Madmen. 

Indo-China has tb« only village of 
madmen in (hp world. This villnge, 
which, is called Ban-Keune. is com- 
posed of tome 800 families, ii I ighlj 
organized bs ,1 coin.tiiUT.iiy, is indus- 
trially prosperous and pays yearly a 
good tribute to France, Yet it has 
not a jingle sane Inhabitant. 

Admission to Ban-Keuoe is. it must 
be cr>nfe«ed.a trying affair. No mere 
victims of melancholia, r»r "shattered 
.nerves," or hypochondria or anv of 
I the similar ailments so fashionable 
in the opposite quarter of the world 
are grantpri a dwelling place in this 
most exclusive of towns. 

To enter it one must he downright 
mad — or, as the natives call it, 
"pipop." The conception of insan- 
ity prevailing in this part of the 
world is not that of a disease, but of a 
"possession." Therefore, if an in- 
habitant of this region, as is frequent- 
ly the case, displays hallucinations 
or conducts himself in a fashion not 
consistent with Indo-Chinese eti- 
quette his neighbors take it upon 
themselves to determine whether any 
malign spirit possesses him — in other 
words, whether he is "pipop." This 
is the way it is done: 

The unfortunate person, whether 
it be man. woman or child, who has 
fallen under suspicion of "posses- 
sion" is made the subject of a cere- 
mony on the hanks of the river 
Namngume participated in by hun- 
dreds of persons gathered' together 
from all the country for miles about. 
The victim's hands and feet are first 
bound by the native priest, who is 
the master of ceremonies. 

Absolutely helpless from this time- 
on, the supposed maniac, in spite of 
his cries and struggles, is cast into 
the river. It is firmly believed by 
the natives that supernatural agen- 
cies than reveal the victim's true 
state. If he is genuinely "pipop" he 
sinks to the bottom^ of the river and 
stays there until he is Rescued, 
vived and formally committed to the 
famous village of madmen. On the 
other hand, if he is not "possessed" 
he rises again like an ordinary drown- 
ing person to the top of the river, 
where he is more easily rescued and 
then set free. 

Probably no secret society in the 
world has so severe or dangerous in- 
itiation as this. Yet so conscientious- 
ly is it performed and so carefully are 
the half-drowned victims watched 
and rescued that the immersion, it 
said, never proves fatal. Nor has the 
justice of the performance ever besn 
uestioned. 

So generally topsy-turvy are the 
onditions in the Laos, that port: 
f Indo-China through which the 
YamagaflM river flows, that onlyac- 
tnowledged maniacs live in any sort 
if social relation with each other. 
The majority of the people lire a 
solitary life, dwelling at the most in 
groups of twos and threes. 

Ban-Keune, with its 300 families, 
is, therefore, the most densely-popu- 
lated spot in the country. Its inhab- 
itants cultivate to their hearts', de- 
light the idiosyncrasies wbjch have 
served to commit them. They not 
only live peaceably, but fail in love, 
marry and have children, who in most 
cases are even more eccentric than 
their parents. Nobody ever recovers 
a "discharged." They remain 
"pipop" to the end of their rHya.— 
Philadelphia Times.

Beingad- 
vised by their attorneys not to at- 
tempt the removal of the building un- 
til the restraining order had been dis- 
solved, The building stood upon tht 
track for an inconvenient period, traf- 
fic meantime being « ran sf erred from 
one train to an otrief around thVWld- 
■ing. It seems that a force of wreck- 
ers sent by ths rai'lway company tore- 
move the obstruction ware prevented 
from doing it violently, by the own- 
ers of the huilding, with the aid o( 
friends. Truly, eonelufles ths Rail- 
way Review, the machinery of the law 
and other kinds of machinery ar« 
sometimes run to cross purposes.
